SEVEN SHIPS OF VARIOUS 
KINDS HAVE BEEN 
SUNK BY U. S. SUBS

Adding to its score against 


the Japanese imperial navy 
in an offensive which seems 
to have saved Guadalcanal, 
the United States Navy an- 
nounced today that seven 
more

Apart from these recent sinkings, 


the roving

Pacific fleet also damaged three 
Japanese ships, Including a con- 
verted aircraft carrier which was 
left alfame. 


The ships destroyed were listed 


as one large passenger-cargo ves- 
sel, two large tankers, two medium 
sized and two small cargo ships. 


In addition to the aircraft car- 


rier, the damaged ships were a de- 
stroyer and a medium-sized tanker. 


The sinkings increased the total 


of enemy ships reported sunk or 
damaged in the Pacific by submar- 
ines alone, since Pearl Harbor, to; ... •„.

Destruction of seven Japanese 


merchant vessels by American sub- 
marines ranging to the heart of 
enemy shipping lanes in the Pacific 
was revealed by the Navy today, 
boosting Japan's announced losses 
since Pearl Harbor to at least 333 
ships in all categories. 


The latest United States submar- 


ine victims raised to 86 the num- 
ber of Nipponese craft sunk in near- 
ly 11 months of war by American 
torpedoes or shell fire during sub- 
marines' patrols In the Pacific. An 
additional 20 vessels probably were 
sunk and 27 others were crippled.

If the Nazis were engag- 


ed merely in annexing ter- 
ritory to expand their own 
domain and resources, and 
in building a Greater Ger- 
many that would peserve a 
modern 
economic 
system 


and a natural manner of 
life, it would still be evil, 
but 
understandable. Con- 


quered people 
could 
live 


under such a system, as they 
have often done 
in many

miliated,

overtaxed, but they could 
carry on the essential pro- 
cesses of civilized life.

tion, they make a desola- 
tion. And this policy pre- 
sumably will be followed 
wherever the 
destroyers 


march. It is a war of unciv-
